Johnson Meets 
Doom at Last. 


THE TRAIN STOPPED BY MASKED MEN, 
Who Tear the insite Away from the 
Officers and Put a Speedy 
End to His Existence.

@ia), )—Monroe Johnson, the negro who 
murdered Mrs. John Foster on the 
night “Sf the 3ist of August, was 
Jvnched at 4 o’clock this morning, near the 
acene of his crime. Johnson was arrested in 
Atlanta about ten days ago, and held to await 
a requisition. Saturday Special Officer Dab- 
mney went to Atlanta for the prisoner. He left 
there on the night train, with his prisoner 
handcuffed and chained to aseat. At Leeds, 
gixteen miles from this city, the train was sig- 
naled to stop. The moment it came to a stand- 
still four masked men, armed with shotguns, 
boarded the engine, and covering Engineer 
Shivers with their weapons, ordered him to 
stand still, while a dozen others entered the 
cars. When they caught sight of the negro 
there was a shout and 

THEY SEIZED HIM. 
They didn’t wait to unlock the chain, but tore 
the seat from the floor and dragged it out with 
the negro. Two hundred yards from the de- 
pot a large walnut tree stood, and to this the 
mob hurried. A rope was already around the 
negro’s neck and in a moment he was 
SUSPENDED IN MIDAIR. 
The mob then moved off ten paces and with 
shotguns, rifles and pistols riddled the writh- 
ing body with bullets. The body remained 
hanging to the limb all day and was viewed 
by hundreds of people. The crime for which 
Johnson was lynched was the brutal murder 
of a respectable white lady. He made a full 
confession of his crime. He had previously 
killed two negroes, served (vo terms in the 
state prison and was considered the worst 
character ever in this community. : 
A RUMORED RIOT. 

It is ramored here tonight that a riot, grow- 
ag out of the hanging, is now in progress at 
Leeds, but owing to the imperfect telegraphic 
communication, particulars are wanting. John- 
son is reported to have begged piteously for 
luis life, asserting his innocence till the last.

IN JAIL WITHOUT BAIL. 


A Negro Captured in Atlanta Finds U1l-Luck 
in Birmingham. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., September -18.—[Spec- 
fal.}/——A remarkable story of murder, and the 
accidental capture of the murderer, has come 
to light. A few months ago Carter Nesbit, 
colored, murdereds Frank W hitney at the rail- 
road camp on the Georgia Pacific railroad, 
twenty miles from the city. Nesbit escaped, 
and the murderer was known only toa few 
negroes who witnessed it. Soon after this 
another murder was committed in the same 
locality by a negro who escaped. Carter, was 
known, however, and a description was sent 
out over the country. Two weeks ago a negro 
supposed to be Carter was arrested in Atlanta. 
The deputy sheriff who went after him knew 
when hesaw the prisoner that it was not Car- 
ter, but the negro confessed the killing of 
Whitney, claiming hedid itin self-defense. 
The officer brought him back without letting 
any one know that it was not the man he was 
after. He then went to work te find the wit- 
nesses to the killing of Frank Whitney. Af- 
ter searching fora week he failed te find any- 
one who knew anything about:it. Yesterday 
morning the prisoner, Carter Nesbit, was ta- 
ken before a magistrate for preliminary trial, 
but there was no evidence against him except 
hisconfession. He wanted a negro named 
Charley Jackson, whoisin jail on the charge of 
highway robbery, summoned as a witness for 
the defense. Jackson was brought into court, 
and told the whole story of the killing of Whit- 
ney. and instead of being a’case of self-defense 
the killing was a cold-blooded murder.

THE ALASKAN OFFICERS 


Did Not Refuse to Acknowledge Secretary 
Bayard’s Order. 

Wasntneton, September 18.—With regard 
to the statements published today, alleging 
that Secre Bayard had telegraphed ‘his 
officers’ in Alaska to release the seized sealers, 
and that the order had not been executed be- 
cause the Alaskan official was not sure of the 
authenticity of the order, Secretary Bayard 
said tonight that the dispatch showed its in- 
correctness on its face. Alaska is part of the 
United States, and consequently the state de- 

artment has no officers whatever there, as it 
148 in foreign countries. All its knowelege of 
Alaskan affairs comes through other depart- 
ments of the government. The secretary of 
State would give no order to the Alaskan 
official nor receive information from one ex- 
cept through the head of another department. 

Vith reference to that part of the dispatch, 
andof the other dispatches which allege that 
the release of the seized sealers had been 
ordered, the secretary made the following ex- 
plicit denial of any knowledge of any such 
order: 

‘“‘There has been, to my knowledge, no order 
issued by the president for the release of any 
of thé vessels seized this year, simply because 
we have no knowledge of the circumstances 
under which the vessels were seized, and we 
only know that they are inthe hands of the 
court, and therefore will be dealt with accord- 
ing to the law. There were three cases last 
year in which the president saw fit to order 
the release of three vessels seized in August, 
1856, but these are the only cases I know of 
in which vessels were ordered released. That 
occurred last year, and the facts were made 
public at the time.”’ 

The secretary was somewhat annoyed at the 
criticisms which had been made upon his 
course in regard to the fisheries question, and 
particularly with reference to the commission 
for settlement. He said he had made a pro- 
posal to Great Britain for a settlement, and 
that the ap, had been made public some 
time ago. He did not think the mere ma- 
chinery by which the agreement was reached 
on the basis of his proposal of particular im- 
portance. Hecould not hasten the publication 
of the correspondence which had since taken 
place. It would all be laid before congress in 
due time, and be made public, and would show 
that his efforts had been to obtain an honorable 
and fair settlement of the question. 

The secretary said that he did not believe 
any international complications could result 
from the conviction of Cirilo Pouble by the 
Cuban authorities. Pouble was a Cuban who 
returned to that island immediately after ob- 
taining his naturalization papers, and was 
arrested for insgurrectionary conduct during 
the administration of President Arthur. His 
case had been diligently watched under the 
direction of the department of state by the 
United States consul general to Cuba. He 
had excellent counsel, and all the United 
States could do was to see that he obtained 
justice under the laws of Spain.

NOT TYPICAL AMERICANS. 


So Blaine and Depew Tolg the Prince of 
Wales. 

Paris, September 18.—Mr. Chauncey De- 

ew left Paris Tuesday for Liverpool, whence 
- sails by the White Star line today for New 
York. Mr. Depew gave mean excellent ac- 
count of his dinner with te prince of Wales 
at Homburg. The prince was very anxious to 
meet a typical American, and in one of his 
conversations with Mr. Blaine described him 
assuch. Mr. Blaine said that although he 
had the honor to be an American, he could 
not claim to be a type, but that Mr. Chauncey 
Depew was the man he wanted, and that the 
latter, moreover, could tell a typicar American 
story. Mr. Depew found the prince most 
affable and agreeable, indeed, a very jolly 
sort of afellow. They dined alone, and after 
dessert, when the cloth was removed and the 
cigars and liquors were placed on the table, 
the prince. asked ,Mr. Depew for a 
— _American = story. Mr. Depew 
related the anecdote of Horace 
Greele and the missionary, which 
amused the prince very much. He laughed 
very heartily and called for more. He asked 
a good many questions about America and 
American institutions. Mr. Depew, like Mr. 
Blaine, disavowed the honor of being a typical 
American, but told the prince there was an 
American at Homburg who was the very man 
he wanted. He added that the latter was a 
self-made man, and stood high in the estima- 
tion of the people of his section of the country. 
That he began life afterthe war, in which he 
had served as a drummer boy, and that he had 
risen tothe governorghip of his native state. 
He stated, further, that he was cultivated and 
refined, and that his home was one of the most 
beautiful in the United States. Mr. Depew 
then mentioned the name of Governor Alger, 
of Detroit, whom the prince thereupon said 
that he was anxious to meet. Mr. Depew in- 
troduced Governor Alger to the prince, who 
had a long conversation with him afterwards.

PINKERTON'S MEN ARE ON HAND.

Ready for Deeds of Murder, 
Be, to Throttle the Free 
Independent People There. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., September 18.—[{Special. ] 
The city has been in a ferment all day over 
the presence of a large number of strangers, 
some of whom have been recognized as Pink- 
erton detectives from St. Louis, and others as 
being in the private detective service of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad. T. G. 
Hewlett, chief of the Louisville and Nashville 
detectives, and W. F. Laird, their Nashville 
detective, it was at once remembered, were 
two of the detectives arrested and indicted in 
April, 1886, in St. Louis, for the murder of 
half a dozen people at the riot of the strikers 
in East St. Louis, and the idea at once began 
gaining ground that their presence here meant 
mischief. Investigation tonight show that 
there are tonight twenty-five 

PINKERTON DETECTIVES HERE, 
as well as a number of the Louisville and 
Nashville detectives, all in charge of Hewlett 
and one Connor, all brought here by the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad Thursday and Fri- 
day. The object of their presence here is 
believed to be an evilone. The people of the 
county vote next Thursday on the proposition 
to subscribe half a million dollars to the Tenn- 
essee Midland railroad, which is to run from 
Memphis through Nashville to Bristol, where 
it connects with the Virginia Midland, thps 
giving a competing line east. The Louisville 
and Nashville, vice-presidents, has been fight-

on election day and’ see that they vote with 
their employers, and perhaps to do worse work 
in intimidating voters and beating the proposi- 
tion by fraud.

A GREAT METEOR 


As Big as an Elephant and with a Long 
Tail, It Startles the Nova Scotians. 


Hauivax, September 18.—A_ special dis- 
patch from Barrington says: “‘A_ wonderful 
phenomenon occurred here last night at about 
8o’clock. A luminous body, looking as large 
as an elephant, with a long tail attached, sud- 
denly appeared in the southeasten sky and 
shot out of sight in a southerly direction. The 
night was cloudless and with a moon, but the 
stars went outand a strange soft blue and 
white light lit up the whole firmament as 
bright as day. The light was only five or six 
seconds in duration, when all became sud- 
denly dark again. Toa person at the south 
end it appeared like a fearful explosion in the 
vicinity of the northeast arm, in which direc- 
tion the light was the brightest, but the noise 
supposed to accompany most explosions was 
absent. 

‘‘A reporter wascrossing North End com- 
mon, wlien he was startled by a sudden burst 
of fire lighting up the whole neighborhood. 
The meteor descended like a shot out of the 
misty air. It looked like a large electric light, 
and a long tail ofsparks trailed behind. The 
whole presented a beautiful spectacle. To the 
reporter the fiery visitor seemed to strike the 
ground a short distance away. Afterward a 
low, whirring sound was heard in the direction 
where it had disappeared. The sound kept in- 
creasing in volume till the roar was terrible. It 
seemed as if the bed of the ocean was a huge 
pot, and the water was boiling over. Some 
people fancied they felt a slight tremor of the 
earth, but most persons felt nothing of the 
kind. The noise, which was terrifying, lasted 
fully a minute and a half.’’ 

What was doubtless the same meteor was 
seen in Halifax last night, but the time was 9 
o’clock., Its fall was accompanied by a most 
vivid illumination ofthe whole city. There 
was a sudden and almost dazzling flash, lasting 
for a couple of moments; then all was over. 
At Barrington darkness prevented the prose- 
cution of any search,as the appearance was 
not followed by any other unusual phenome- 
non.

Johnson withdrew tem 
rarily, and the socialists were dumbfounded to 
hear Ed. Coughlin, of the progressive painters, 
offer a resolution to the effect that the central 
labor union should refuse to allow its name to 
be used by any political body. The socialists 
felt the blow aimed at them and the Georgeites 
cheereg wildly. The disturbance reigned for 
near ten minutes, when a motion to table the 
motion was declared lost, amid vigorous oppo- 
sition. Mr. Emrich, of the furniture work- 
ers’ union, at last got the floor, and shouted 
that the delegates ought to be glad that a po- 
litical party that would take up the principles 
of the Central Labor union had been found. 

Hugh Worisky made a row by moving the 
previous question, and Emrich called him a 
coward for so doing. 

‘‘Your position will not stand debate,’’ cried 
Emrich. 

The resolution was adopted by 52 to 44, 
whereupon the defeated pro} ressives setup a 
cheer of defiance. Equally hearty cheers for 
the united labor party were given in response, 
and the meeting adjourned without offering a 
chace to Schilling to be heard. 

Mr. Schilling afterwards said that he was 
not discourarged by the rumpus, as he had 
been assured that all the delegates were in ac- 
cord with his mission, that of ‘“‘obtaining jus- 
tice for our friends in Chicago.”’ 

Captain Black, Schilling added, will come 
to New York, from ‘Ottawa on Tuesday and 
‘‘we shall then have a conference with Gener- 
al Pryor and another gentleman whose name 
I am not at liberty to give.”’ 


THE LOCOMOTIVE MEN. 


Expounding the Principles of the Order in 
Boston. 

Boston, September 18.—A union meeting 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineeas 
was held in the Boston theatre this afternoon 
for the purpose of expounding the principles of 
the order and inducing those outside of it to 
come in. The theater was was filled and the 
brotherhood well represented, the members 
coming from all parts of the state. 

Lieutenant Governor Brackett spoke of the 
good the organization seemed to be doing, and 
expressed his sympathy with it. 

Grand Chief Engineer P. M. Arthur, of the 
Brotherhood, was introduced and vociferously 
applauded. He spoke first of the beneficial 
feature of the order and how it aimed to organ- 
ize men for mutual protection, and to 
obtain for the roads better men 
and a higher standard of work. It aimed, he 
said, tosecure sobriety among its members 
above all things. Many a man had been 
stopped in his downward career by its infiu- 
ence, kept in his position and made a sober 
man. In regard toits insurance department, 
he urge upon every brother 
to avail himself of its opportu- 
nities. The brotherhood had already paid 
out $2,159,000 to the widows and orphans. In 
regard to the business features of the order, 
he would say that although regarded first with 
distrust by the railway managers, it was now 
approved of by them, and he had not met 
one in ten who seriously 
opposed it. every road where 
the brotherhood was organized there! is what 
is known as a grievance committee to which 
all the grievances of the men are made known. 
It ought to be composed of cool headed men, 
and those longestin the service of the road, 
and known to the officials. He was sorry tosay 
it was not always so made out. It was 
the duty of this committee to lay the grievance, 
if it was considered a just one, before the 
officers of the road, starting with the lowest 
and taking it in turn, if not redressed, from 
one to the next higher. until the general man- 
ager was reached. If he failed to settle the 
difficulty, the grand chief engineer was sent 
for, and he _ seldom failed to _ bring 
about an amicable adjustment. Strikes 
were to be discouraged, for there were no cases 
when the parties could be brought together 
that settlement could not be agreed upon. In 
closing he urged the brothers to be honest, 
justand trueto their employers, and they 
would not faii of suitable recognition.

A Trip to Missourl and What 
Was Seen. 


A LIVELY CITY AND THRIFTY PEOPLE. 


Things on a Regular Boom—How it is Sit- 
uated and Ita Advantages—Prom- 
ises for the Future, Etc. 


Kansas Crry, Mo., September 16.—{Special 
Correspondence.|—I have been sojoutning for 
something more than a week now in this great 
city of the west, trying to see what sort of a 
boom it had and whether there was any back- 
bone to it or not. At the present time I have 
pretty well made up my mind on the subject, 
and if I could tie Bismarck and General Bou- 
langer (or Baker) together by the heels and 
hang them over a clothesline, I should borrow 
all the money my own credit and my friends’ 
credit could enable me to, and put it at once in 
Kansas City real estate. A European war 
would make this town the superior of Chicago 
in a year, and whether the French and 
Germans conclude to fight or not, it 
is @ great town, and is destined 
to be a greater. At least your humble servant 
thinks so now, and he has backed his judg- 
ment with some of his hard-earned coin, of 
which he has very little. 

People in the east and south have very little 
idea of this western country. To them Mis- 
souri has no definite place in memory except 
as the James brothers and {the Fords and the 
Youngers have made it famous. And Kansas 
is associated in their minds with old John 
Brown and his murderous gang, and the Jay- 
hawkers who succeeded him. Of course we 
have not forgotten and don’tlintend to forget 
those infamous blotches on AmericAn history. 
An assassin and a hypocrite can be nothing 
else, but what they are no matter whether the 
cause they choose to represent 
be a winning, or a losing one, 
‘John Brown and Jim Lane are martyrs in the 

eyes of one-half the ee os of this union, but 
all the same they were thieves and murderers, 
whose deeds on earth made them worthy of a 
special hell to be built for their accommodation, 
if there,was not a good enough sheol already 
made. 

But Kansas City is a town with which none 
of these memories have anything to do. It is 
a product of the new life which has come to 
the United States since the war, and it is the 
greatest and best exemplar of American vim 
and energy and push that Il ever saw. New 
York is cosmopolitan, Chicago is metropolitan, 
but Kansas City is sui generis and has the vir- 
tues and the faults of all the other places. It 
is ahead of Chicago in enterprise, beyond New 
York in opportunities for vice, so they tell me, 
as thin skinned and captious about small mat- 
ters as Lickskillet or Marble Creek. It has 
the heart of a giant, the body ofan elephant, 
the blood of a woman and the whims of a school- 
boy. You never saw anything like it else- 
where. Take your map and look at this place 
if you will. Itis here inthe triangle where 
the Kaw river runsinto the Missouri. The 
Kaw, or Kansas river, is a sluggish torrent of 
black mud, running through the dee — 
of Kansas and after making abend, butting 
itself against the Missouri river, directly up 
stream. But the Missouri don’t mind that 
little diversion atall. Itisacaptious, whim- 
sical, womanlike river, which had as soon run 
up stream as down. It takes up all the terri- 
tory it wants, and when it doesn’t choose to 
occupy one bank quietly makes an island there 
and shifts its channel tothe other side. Ina 
year or so, just when there is a first- 
class boom inaugurated for its island, it 
comes back and wipes the whole business out 
to begin again. In one place it will bea 
couple of miles wide and about six inches 
deep. Some where else it will be three or four 
hundred yards wide and deep enough to float a 
man of war. By next year all this may be re- 
versed, you can’t tell. 

But Kansas City sits here aj] the same on 
the bluffs between the tworivers. Part of the 
town, in the west bottoms, is in Kansas, but 
the bulk of it is in Missouri. The line be- 
tween the states runs due north and south and 
does not follow the meanderings of the Kaw 
river as you would expect. In the triangle, 
between the two rivers, there is quite a city 
with about twenty railroads running throug 
its union depot, and the rest of the ne 
occupied with its huge stock yards, its tre- 
mendous page and canning factories and 
the habitations of its laboring people. This is 
all on ground made by accretion from the Mis- 
souri river. But back of this—south of it— 
the red clay bluffs rise three hundred feet into 
the air and on top of them the town of Kan- 

sas City is built. 

If you want to get up here there is a cable road 
running cars every five minutes from a station 
in the air above the roof of the depot to the 
top of the hill. There is alsoa winding carriage 
way |which will enable you to reach the town. 
And the big mouth of a tunnel looks at you 
from the side of the cliff when you get off the 
cars. This is to be the avenue for another ca- 
ble road. I suppose that in a year or two they 
will have a balloon line to drop you on top of 
the hill or a pneumatic tube to shoot you up 
the craggy steep before you can say Jack Rob- 
inson. 

Once up here vou are more surprised than 
ever. You did not expect toseesuch a town 
and you would have been a crazy man if you had 
expected it. In lots worth a thousand dollars 
a front foot you see sunflowers blooming and 
wild hemp nodding its heavily laden heads, 
full of seed pods, before the eo blowing 
breeze. There are the spires and minarets of 
churches and synagogues around whose steps 
the buffalo grass casts its ripened seed, and 
whose stained glass windows are shaded by 
tall clumps of blossoming sunflowers. Sun- 
flowers and buffalo grass are everywhere. They 
come up through the auger holesin the rude 
wooden sidewalks, and flaunt their faces in the 
very doorways of palatial residences and cast 
their shadows over the carved mountings of 
costly stone steps. You are  surround- 
ed on every hand with su rises and inconsis- 
tencies. You have Aladdin’s palace risin 
from itsmarble foundatiowon the one han 
and the greasy lamp which was rubbed to pro- 
duce it onthe other. Magnificent buildings 
rise out of the earth like a dream, and misera- 
ble shanties, worth perhaps athousand dol- 
lars, squaton land worth twice that sum a 
front foot. You rub your eyes and wonder. 
You utterly fail to comprehend the place. 
There is no art here except that of the archi- 
tect, and no science except that of the builder. 
The whisky is infamous, the mint is devoid of 
taste, and the less you say aboutthe women 
the better if you want to make a eo ap chow the 
truth. On every hand the most utiful 
buildings are going up, and the sound of the 
hammer and saw are heard all night 
and all day Sunday. Everybody is on 
the jump seven days in the week, and 
if you wanted a tunnel built in the 
atmosphere some fellow would construct it for 
you in long payments, and suspend it by cables 
from the moon so you could go toa different 
quarter of the city every night. They have no 
limitation on industry here; no brake upon 
progress; no burden on faith and no bars to 
progress. 

The whole town is a wonderful revelation to 
a fellow from a slow country like Kentucky. 
Conservatism is out of place here, and fits as 
illy as salt would ina mint julip. You must 
catch the fever, and if you come here you wiil 
catch the fever. The place has a great future, 
and if you look around itand keep — mouth 
shut, you cannot help but see it. Kansas and 
Texas, Colorado and Nebraska, are all behind 
it with their millions of fertile acres, For 
their corn, their cattle and their hogs 
they must seek an eastern market, and they 
can send their products east no other le 80 
well as through KansasjCity and tosave freight 
the hogs must be packed here and the beef 
must be canned here before it goes to Ch 
and to Europe. And the hides of the bul 
must be tanned here and their bones be ground 
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this Kansas City sits here waiting to catch all

The exposition build- 
ing is a strong, permanent structure of stone 
and brick, with a glass roof, and whether the 
exposition this fall be a succéss or not, it will 
remain for years an ornament to the city anda 
fit place for great occasions. The people here 
even now confidently expect the next national 
democratic convention to be held in this build- 
ing. Whether they get it or not, they show 
the pluck which deserves to succeed, and IE 
wish them well. 

Of course, I cannot say much about a town 
like this in one letter. It is full of Ken- 
tuckians, who are all making money, and whe 
have never—as no Kentuckian ever will—for- 

tten their old home. They make it pleasant

So, 
between the two, a man cannot go amiss for 
enjoyment. There is no first-class hotel, and 
the boarding houses are execrable.

See, I have set thee over all the land of 
Egypt.”” The subject of the sermon was “The 
Prime Minister.”” Dr. Talmage said :. 

You cannot keep a good man down. God 
has decreed for him a cartain elevation to 
which he must attain. He will bring him 
through though if cost him a thousand worlds. 
There are men constantly in trouble lest they 
shall not be appreciated. Every man comes 
in the end to be valued at just what he is 
worth. How often you see men turn out all 
their forces to crush one man or set of men. 
How do they succeed? No better than did the 
government that tried tocrush Joseph, a Scrip- 
ture character toon which we speak today. It 
would be an insult to suppose that you were 
not all familiar with the life of Joseph; how 
his jealous brothers threw him into the pit, 
but, seeing acaravan of Arabian merchants 
moving along on their camels with spices and 
gums that loaded the air with aroma, sold their 
brother to these merchants, who carried him 
down into Egypt; how Joseph was sold 
to Potiphar, a man of influence and office ; how 
by his integrity he raised himself to high po- 
sition in the realm, until under the false charge 
of a vile wretch he was hurled into the peni- 
tentiary ; how in prison he commanded respect 
and confidence; i by the interpretation of 
Pharaoh's dream he was freed and became the 
chief man in government, the Bismarck of the 
nation ; how in time of famine Joseph had the 
control of a storehouse whicli he had filled 
during thé seven years of plenty; how when 
his brothers who had thrown him into the pit

Notwithstanding this fact, on

Forty 
sminutes were occupied im thoroughly explain- 
ang his plan. 
iie first gave an interesting history of over- 
fiows in the past, towether with the talk at the 
time of a system of levees or dykes. He then 
explained his plan, which is to construct a 
levee to the height of thirty-eight feet above 
the bed of the river, to begin at the the foot of 
Jackson or Sth street,and extend along the river 
bank to MeCoy’s will, thence along fifty yards 
south of the bank up to west boundary and 
south tothe high bridge, placing gates at the 
upper end of Broad strect near the month of the 
third level of the canal; a'so to raise Bay street 
from Jackson down to east boundary, out east 
boundary to south boundary and up that street 
to three hundred feet west of the Central rail- 
goad track. The width is to be fifty for all 
that portion west of Jackson street, while the 
other will not exceed th rty feet in width. The 
Jeve!l above or West of Jackson street, 
he estimates, will cost $51,000; that below 
$20,000, making a total costof $71,000. Upon 
the suggestion of Ir. Foster, the mayor, and 
streets and dra‘ns c mimittee of council, and 
upon motion, Dr. Foster, himself, were ap- 
po.nted @ comission toexamine into and 
repare plans for the construction of the 
oo ee. Asit will take an additio_al levy of 4 
of 1 per cent of taxation for the vear 1555 to 
pay the cost of its construction, of course the 
matter will have to be put to the vote of 
the people. The commission are now making

A PARADISE FOR OPERATIVES. 

Few persons, even in Augusta, are aware of 
the comfortable homes occupied by Augusta's 
five thousand factory operatives and their 
families. In fact they reside in better houses 
than one-half of the remainder of Augusta’s 
resiacuts. | 

Having read an account some time since of 
the miserable quarters occupied by mill opera- 
tives in certain other places, your correspond- 
ent made a tour through the factory districts 
in order to ascertain how the many operatives 
and their families live. To say that. was sur- 
p ised is putting it lightly, for the assertion can 

safely made that in no other manufaturing 
city in the United States do the operatives oc- 
Cupy such comfortable homes, nor do they 
live as well. Of « ourse, as in all other 
gnanufacturing cities, there are a goodly nuin- 
ber of dissatistied workers who are always de- 
firing to strike lLivher Ww ,and com- 
plaining that they are paid small wages, but 
there are no other miils in the south where 
higher wages are paid to the operatives than 
in the Augusta factories. Every competent 
Operative in Augusta is well paid, and without 
ex eption they live well. 

The Augsta factory,where six hundred oper- 
ativesare employed, has one hundred brick 
and twenty-one wooden houses for the use of 
its hands. These are comfortable and roomy 
and are not built so clese together as to pre- 
vent the free circulation of air. In fact, they 
are asairyasanyin the city. Those of the 
Sibley mill are equalled by few in any city,for 
on the bank of the canal, just opposite the fac- 
tory building and standing amidst a beautiful 
grove of trees, are seventy-two really hand- 
some brick dweliings and.forty large wooden 
Louses. 7 

Near these are one hundred neat residences, 
pecupied by the operatives of the King mills, 
_ immediately above are about thirty be- 
onging tothe Algernon mills. All the houses 
are the property of the companies owning the 
factories, and are rented at remarkable cheap 
rates to the operatives. The operatives of the 
Dither mills—the Dartmouth, Enterprise, 
Globe, Riverside and the smaller ones—reside 
in fully as comfortalle quarters and are just as 
happy and contented, 

While on the rounds I talked with operators

Worked in the large manufactories there.

George Honea Indicted on a Charge of Mur 
dering His Wife. ‘e 

CantTon,Ga. Sept. 18,—[Special.]—Cherokee 
superior court convened in Canton last Mon- 
day at 10 o’clock, and except charging the 
grand jury, was organized by Judge Jas. R. 
Brown. Judge Jno. W. Maddox of Rome cir- 
cuit, arrived on 10:30 train, and as he was to 
preside for Judge Brown this week, charged 
the grand jury. His charge was able, search- 
ing and impressive, and if the jury carry out 
the law as closely as he charged it, they will 
find much to do during this two week’s term 
of our court. Judge Maddox yery favorably 
impressed the bar and all persons 
concerned in court as an able and 
impartial judge. The disqualified cases 
were those in which Hon. George 
It. Brown (Judge Brown’s son) was interested 
as counsel, and, owing to his inability to at- 
tend court, they were not tried. All the other 
cases On all the dockets, except criminal, were 
disposed of by Wednesday noon and the tra- 
verse jurors discharged until Monday next. 
The grand jury had considerable business be- 
fore their body and did not adjourn until 
Thursday evening, and then to Monday morn- 
ing next when court will again meet and try 
ihe criminal cases and such civil cases as may 
be specially brought up. 

During the week the grand jury heard suffi- 
cient evidence to warrant them -in finding 
atrue bill against George Honea, charging 
him with the murder of his wife on 10th of 
last June, by beating, choking and otherwise 
maltreating her while enciente. Atthe time 
of her death no inquest was held or anything 
publicly said about the treatment she had re- 
ceived, but it was the impression of the neigh- 
bors at the time and since that she died from 
the treatment received at the hands of her 
husband. The evidence it seems was sufficient 


| to warrant the true bill, and trial will likely 


be had in court next week upon the merits 
of the case. Honea has been arrested 
and isin jail. Heis very dejected, and while 
he claims to be innocent, yet bis manner and 
uneasiness as to what sentence will be pro- 
nounced, whether death or the chaingang, 
lead one to conclude he is guilty. He is about 
forty-five years old and says he has grown 
children and one married daughter. He came 
to this county a short time ago from Gilmer or 
Pickens county.

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in any of the courts of this state, was de- 
termined. It wasa large case, involving more 
than fifty thousand dollars, and was a long 
case, having been on the docket since 1859 and 
was never tried before. It came about in this 
way: In the county of Butts resided the far 
famed Robert Grier, the author of “Grier’s 
Almanac.” The old astronomer died in 1848, 
leaving an only son, Algernon 5S. 
Grier, to whom he left a large prop- 
erty. Mrs. Dougherty, his daughter, 
having died some years before, leaving some 
daughters. Dr. James Bryans afterwards 
married one of Mrs. Dougherty’s daughters. 
In the summer of 1858, an information suit 
was instituted in Butts superior court against 
ae gee Grier, on the alleged ground that he 
had given in his property for taxation at less 
than its real worth, which, under the law as it 
was then understood tobe, would, if proven, 
have subjected him to heavy penalties. Mr. 
Grier was a manof rather weak mind but 
transacted his own business and made his 
own contracts. The proof show- 
ed that he was easily  excit- 
ed. and when he learned of the tax suit became 
very much alarmed, and on the 13th day of 
September of that year, he gave Dr. Bryans a 
written transfer of all his property of all de- 
scription, consisting of some fourteen hundred 
acres of land, some fifty or sixty negro slaves, 
ten mules, two horses, forty-three bales of cot- 
ton, a large quantity of corn and fodder, stock, 
cattle, etc., for the price of $22,000. Soon after 
this Bryans gave him notes for the purchase 
money, one for $22,000 and four for $1,500, the 
annitally accruing interest for four years, and 
eceived regular deeds, bills of sale, written 
transfers, etc. 

It seems that Grier remained in the posses- 
sion of the property, and some time in 1809 
Dr. Bryans demanded possession of the prop- 
erty and Dr. Grier refused to give it up, where- 
upon Dr. Bryans brought an action of trover 
for the negroes, mules, cotton and other per- 
sonal property, and thus is 1859 this long- 
lived case began. The declaration was filed 
bp Judge Floyd, then in the prime of his 
middle manhood, and Major Henry Hendricks 
was associated with him. On behalf of the 
defendant the firms of Lyons & Boynton and 
Cabaniss & Peeples appeared. 

The defense set up was, that Mr. Grier being 
under great excitement by reason of the tax 
suit then pending against him, was easily im- 
posed upon, and in that condition of mind, pur- 
suaded him to make a written transfer of his 
property to him at the price at which he had 
returned it for taxes, and that such a transac- 
tion would show good faith in his return, thus 
defeat the tax suit and when said suit was 
ended, the prgperty should belong to Grier. 
The plaintiff ifSisted that the trade was bona 
fide, a real trade, and sought to enforce it. In 
after years the plea of the defendant was 
amended and the notes given by Dr. Bryans 
plead as set off. 

In 1863 Mr. Grier died, and his administra- 
tor was madea party, and from various causes, 
the case was continued from term to term 
until the present term. In the meantime the 
mules, horses, hogs and cattle had died, the 
negroes had been set free, every lawyer origin- 
ally in the case except Judge Boynton had 
died, men had grown gray aitending as wit- 
nesses in the case and children had been born 
and raised after the case was brought, to try it 
as jurors. When it finally came to be tried, 
Colonel W. W. Anderson appeared for Dr. 
Bryans and Judge Stewart and Judge Hall for 
the defendant. Hon. E. W. Beck was chosen 
by the parties to preside, Judge Boynton being 
disqualified. 

Un the part of the plaintiffthe bills of sale 
describing more than fifty men, women and 
children as the owners of various names, such 
as Bob, Jim, Sally, Lucy, Maria, Jane, Judy, 
etc., and valued variously at from one hundred 
to twelve hundred dollars each, alsothe mules, 
horses, etc. The valueof hire was proven and 
the demand and refusal to deliver up the 
property. The whole amount of values and 
hire proven amounted to about forty-seven or 
forty-eight thousand dollars. The plaintiff 
here rested his case. 

The defendant came forward and proved the 
condition of Mr. Grier’s mind naturally to be 
weak ; that he was easily taken advantage of 
by one in whom he reposed contidence; that 
after the tax snit was brought he became greatly 
excited and alarmed; would walk the road for 
hours at a time in a wild and excited manner, 
and talk to himself about his condition, saying 
they were trying to ruin him and put him in 
the penitentiary, and that he had rather die 
and goto —— than to bein the penitentiary, 
and other conduch of a similar character; they 
also showed that Dr. Bryans had 
never ee any part of his 
notes, andthe notes were put in evidence, 
amounting, principal and interest, to about 
$80,000, or more than $30,000 more than the 
plaintitf’s demand, as shown by the evidence. 

The case consumed only about a day anda 
half, and on the 13th day of September, 1887, 
just 29 years from the date of the first written 
transfer evidence, the contract of the sale of A. 
S. Grier’s estate, a jury of Butts county, by 
their verdict, set that contract aside and ren- 
dersd a verdict for the defendant.

The man who killed it said 
that it struck at everything that came near it, 
and made fight vigorously when attacked. It 
was an ugly looking customer and no mistake. 

One day last week, while Mr. LaFayette 
Deal was having some wood hauled, the 
driver happened to stop one of the mules that 
was drawing the wagon immediately over 
a large rattlesnake. His snakeship threw him- 
self into a coil and notified all hands that he 
was prepared for business. The mule gave a 
loud snort and backed the wagon so as 
to strike with its fore feet. This he did so ef- 
fectively that the reptile was literally cut .to 
pieces. The driver, who was off the wagon 
picking up wood, says he thought the mule was 
on a nest of yellow jackets, and drove them off 
a8 soon as possible. He, on examination, how- 
ever, found the rattler stamped to death as 
stated, and nothing, itis prdgable, saved the 
mule from being bitten and perhaps killed, but 
the promptness with which it used its fore feet. 


RAIDING A TRAIN, 


Sergeant Lingg Creates Consternation Among 
the Negroes. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., September 18—[Special.]— 
Sergeant Lingg, with a squad of policemen, 
raided the Central's Pedlag train just before 
it started out of the depot tonight, The train 
was an accommodation, running from Savan- 
nah to Millen. Every Sunday morning it 
brings down a large crowd of negroes who 
spend the day here, and by train time are 
tighting drunk. Trouble is often experienced. 
The negroes get noisy and quarrel, and fre- 
quently fight. Two weeks ago knives were 
used and one passenger Was nearly killed. 
The police went through the cars tonight to 
search for pistols. The negroes spied them as 
they boarded the train, and knives and revol- 
vers were hastily handed to the women and 
thrust under seats and in the valises, of which 
nearly every passenger carries one. Only two 
pistols were found. The owners were marched 
off and locked up.

DEATHS IN GEORGIA, 


Mrs. Rebecca Hurt, wife of Professor R. A. 
Hardaway, of the University of Alabama, died in 
Gainesville, Ga., at 1:20 p. m., ye terday. 

Hon. Thomas Gordon McFarland, after a 
long and useful life, aged eighty-four years, was 
laid to rest in the family burying grounds, at Ross- 
ville, Walker county, Ga.,on Wednesday, Septem- 
ber 14. Before he came to north Georgia in 1832, he 
had represented his district in the state senate and 
was for some time the youngest senator in the gen- 
eral assembly. He was largely influential in the 
building of the State road to Chattanooga. He was 
a mem! er of the convention in 1876, and wes hon- 
ored as a Cbristian patriot with the confidence and 
love of all who kuew him, 


Colonel Wm. A, McDougald died at his home in 
Russell county just across the river from Columbus, 
last night, after lingering illness of Bright’s disease. 
He was 49 years of age and leaves a wife and several 
chilcren, He was a student of Emory Colleg:, but 
graduated at the University of Virginia. He was at 
one time a member of the Georgia leg slature. rep- 
rcs ‘uling Chattahoochee county seve.al successive 
years. He afterwards represented Russ+ll county in 
the Alabama lezislature. He was a brilliant and 
n ble-hearted man, Hs wife is a sister of Major 
F.t'en, of Atianta.

NEW EXTRADITION LAWS. 


The Result of the Recent Extradition Confer- 
ence in New York. 

Some weeks ago delegates from the various states, 
representing the seyeral governors’ assembled in 
New York for the purpose of considering some plan 
by which the extradition of criminals could be made 
uniform, and also to provide the necessary forms of 
warrants, authority of a ents, requisitions, and so- 
forth, by which the criminal! could be secured 

The application for requisition must be made by 
the district or prosecuting attorney for-the county 
or district in which the offense was committed, and 
must be in duplicate original papers, or certified 
copies thereof. The following must appear by the 
certifi ate of the district or prosceuting attorney : 

A The full name ofthe person for whom extradi- 
tion is asked, together with the name of the agent 
proposed, to be properly spellei, in Roman capital 
letters, for example: JOHN DOE, 

B That in his opinion the ends of public justice 
require that the alleged criminal be brought to this 
state for trial, at the public expense, 
wc That he believes he ha: sufficient evid- n-e to 
secure the eonviction of the fugitive. 

Db That the person named as ayent is a proper per 
son, and thai he has no private interest in the anest 
of the fugitive. 

E If there has been any. former application fora 
requisition for the same person growing out of the 
saine tran:action, it must be stated, with an expla- 
nation of the reasons for a Second re juest, together 
with the date of such application, as near as may be. 

F If the tugitive is known to be under either civil 
or criminal arrest in the state or territory to which 
he is alleged to have fled, the fact of such arrest and 
the nature of the proceedings on which it is based, 
must be stated. 

G That the application is not made for the pur- 
pose of enfore!ig the coleetion of a debt, or for any 
pr va'e purpo e whatever, andthat if the requisi- 
tion applied for be granted, the criminal proceed- 
ings shall net be used for any of said objects, 

H The nature of ihe crime charged, with a_ refer- 
ence when practicable, to the particular statute de- 
fining and punishing the same. 

I Ifthe offense charged is not of recent occurence 
a satisfactory reason must be given forthe delay in 
making the application. 

1. In all cases of fraud, false pretenses, embezzle- 
ment or forgery, when made a crime by the com- 
mon daw, or any penal code or stati >. the affidavit 
of the principai- complaining witness or informant 
that the application is made in good faith for the 
sole purpose of punishing the accused, and that he 
does not desire or expect to use the prosecution for 
the purpese of collecting a debt, or for any private 
purpose, anid willnot directly or indirectly use the 
same for any of said purposes, shall be required, ora 
sufficient reason be given for the absence of such 
affidavit.

The possibility of suceessful inoculation 
against yellow fever is one of the most inter. 
esting problems now before the medical world. 
This subject was fully considered by the recent

nternational medical con at Washing- 
ton. Dr. J. MeF. Gaston, of Atlanta, wh 
was one of the secretaries of the section of 
military and naval surgery in that congre 

gress, 
was invited by the president of the section on 

Fiene to open the discussion upon the paper 
of Dr. Domizigos Friere, of Rio de Janiero, on 

Vaccination Against Yellow Fever.’’

efforts made by him to secure attention to this 
prophylactic measure. Soon after his return 
to. this Sato? | from Brazil Dr. Gaston 
gonght to enlist the United States government 
in the investigation of yellow fever inocula- 
pon but from technical difficulties and the 
of any funds which could be appropriated 

to this object, nothing was accomplished. He 
then laid the claims of yellew fever from inoc- 
ulation before the president of the Louisiana 
} State board of health,at'New Orleans, in an 
opén letter, dated. November 13, 1885. This 
Proposition was brought to the attention of 
the American Public Health association at 
Washington by Dr. Joseph Holt and resulted 
in the presentation of a pill to congress, provid- 
ing for the appointment.of three commission- 
ers and the appropriation of funds for this 
investigation. A memorial from the 
American Medical association which met in 
May, 1887, at St. Louis, in favor of this bill, 
was forwarded to congress by Dr. Gaston, as 
the mover and chairman of the committee. 
But from opposition on the part of these con- 
nected with the New Orleans Medical Jour- 
nal and from other sources the final result 
dwindled into an egetogeiton of $10,000 and 
the appointment of a single commissioner to 
investigate yellow fever inoculation in Mexico 
and Brazil. No one man could have been ap- 
pointed, perhaps, better qualified than the 
well known bacterioligist, Dr. G. M. Sternberg, 
who was assigned to this service. But it was 
doubtless evident tohim, as to most of the 
medical profession in this country, that the na- 
ture of the undertaking called for the co-opera- 
tion of others acquainted with all 
the surroundings in these respective places. 

It has turned out that Domingos Friere has 
had to contend with the envy and scepticism 
of those around him. But the more intelligent 
class are now giving a creditable support to his 
undertaking, and he has found a hearty sup- 

rt from the servants of France and from the 

rench government in carrying out this pro- 
phylactic mission. Upon his recent presenta- 
tion of the claims of yellow fever inoculation 
he not only received the sanction of the 
scientific and medical associations of Paris, but 
the French government has sent out commis- 
sioners to the various provinces to practice in- 
oculation with the cultured views furnished by 
Friere. That they are proving their faith by 
their works, after thorough investigation in 
Brazil by prominent Jsavants and physicians 
such as Vulpian, Rebrugar a Gibins. 

One of the most gratifying results in connec- 
tion with the past opposition on the part of 
some medical men of Rio de Janeiro, is that 
in view of Dr. Friere’s appointment as the 
delegate ofthe Brazilian government to the 
International Medical congress at Washington, 
there were expressions of confidence forward- 
ed tohim from the various provinces of the 
empire, and on the eve ofhis departure there 
was an assembly of some thousands of the 
« ulation who united in presenting him the 

dge of high distinction which he wears upon 
his breast. 

It behooves the medical profession, after 
proper consideration of what has been accom- 
plished by their apostle of prophylatic inocula- 
tion abroad, to understand what has been 
undertaken. and how much has _ been 
effected through the action of the Ninth Inter- 
natiorial Medical congress at Washington. 

At one of the sessions of the section on 
hygiene most largely attended by those inter- 
ested in sanitary methods, the paper of Dr, 
Dontingos Friere was read in French and after- 
wards translated into English by the French 
secretary, when it was discussed by a larger 
number of physicians without eliciting any 
unfavorable criticism. 

At the close of Dr. Gaston’s remarks, a pre- 
amble and resolutions were presented by him, 
which, after some slight amendments, accept- 
ed by him, were unanimously passed by the 
sections, as follows: 

Whereas, Inoculation against yellow fever, if it 
proves successful after further examination, is cal- 
culated to benefit the human race throughout the 
worid; and, 

Whereas, The facts presented by the experiments 
of Dr, Domingos Freire afiord a reasonable assur- 
ance of its protective influence: 

Resolved, That this section recommend thero 
operative investigation of the results obtained by 
yellow fever inoculation asa protection against 
that disease, and that adequate appropriations by 
the governments represented in this congress be 
made for that purpose. . 

MResolved, That this action be communicated 
forthwith for consideration in the general session of 
the congress. 

By a vote of the congress subsequently in- 
dorsing this action, it becomes the sentiment 
of the medical world.

The Volunteer will race the Thistle. 

Although the Volonteer’s superiority over 
the Maytlower and al] other American yachts 
has not been doubted, a forma! contest for the 
honor of representing this country in the inter- 
national race was necessary, It comeon Fri- 
@ay and, judging by the telegraphic reports, 
@ prettior race was never sailed The course 
was the triangular thirty-eight mile course 
of the New York Yacht club and the race was 
sailed in a breeze which never registered less 
than twenty miles an hour, and at timesit 
reached forty. The New York W orld says 
that the only racein American waters which 
can justly be compared with it was the great 

Tireton’s reef, between the Puritan 
and Priscilla, for the Goelet cup in August, 
1885. In that race, however, there was a much 
heavier sea. 

Friday's race was as good a test of the qual- 
ities of the various yachts as could possibly be 
had. Everybody expected the Volunteer to 
do well, but it is safe to say that nobody 
thought she could beat the Mayflower more 
than sixteen winutes in a thirty-eight mile 
race. 

The most interesting feature of the race was 
furnished by the presence of the Thistle. 
The Thistle sailed over the course 
with the two American yachts. and 
although, in the opinion of yachtsmen, she did 
her best, she was behind the Maytlower. 
Volunteer stook isona boom and the New 
York yacht clab men are happy. There is 
such a thing as crowing before you get out of 
the woods. 

One of the most interesting events of the 
week was the Clingstone-Patron race at 
Cleveland. Both horses are owned in that 
citvy—Clingstone by Mr. W. J. Gordon, and 
Patron by Mr. C. F, Emery—and the greatest 
interest was felt in the race,both horses having 
very many friends. ‘The Demon’’ Clingstone 
has always been the great favorite with the 
Cleveland public, but the wonderful work of 
Patron had made him many admirers, and the 
knowing ones backed him heavily to win. 
Clingstone won handily, but the great son of 
Pancoast was evidently not himself. The 
betting was $100 to $35 on Patron at the out- 
set. Patron won the first heat in 2:19. Cling- 
stone won the next two heats in 2:19, 2:19. When 
the fourth heat was called Mr. Emery refused 
to let Patron start, owing to his indisposition, 
so Ciingstone was sent a mile and was given 
the purse.

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THE ABSOLUTE NECESSITY OF HIGHWR 
EDUCATION TO THE STATE. 


The statesmew of Georgia.one hundred year® 
ago saw that the state needed men of culture and of 
the highest intellectual training to lead its impor- 
tantinterests, tomeet its pressing emergencies, and 
to filbits highest.oflices intelligently and efficiently. 
Great questions of state, abstruse questions of policy 
relating tothe interests of the ,people, or affecting 
the relations of the commonwealth to the outside 
world would always be rising, requiring minds 


| trained to the habit of abstraction, analysis, gener- 
| alization and condensation—minds cramped by no 


narrow ness of babit and culture, and enthralled by 
no slavery of prejudice, but able by wid@ grasp and 
habits of candor, to take in all the factors of impor- 
tant problems, and give to e ery onc its own legiti 
mate influence in solying questions philosophically, 
wisely and profitably tothe body politic. 

To meet the wants of the people also men were 
needed in all the professions, not only expert in the 
technicalities and learning of those professions sey- 


| erally, but also with intellects so trained as to be 


able to look into the philosophies of things, and by 
original investigations and discoveries, meet all the 
exigencies of their relations and duties. True, ac- 
cording to the principle of the diVision of labor, men 
without the highest culture can occupy subordinate 


offices, and engage successfully in professional la- ’ 


bors and services, and it may be cven admitted that 
they may execute these :udimentary things ina less 
pertunctory way than those of highest learning 
ye. all this is true because of the fact that 


whose knowledge is adejuate to correct inistakes 
and to counteract evil tendencies. 

Admitting the necessity of educated men, there 
were but three waysin whichin those early times 
they could have beea secnrea. They could have 
been imported from abroad, thus subjeeting the peo- 
ple to the vital government of foreigners and aliens; 
or its sons could have been sent to other regions for 
education, and thus run the risk of imbibing opin- 
ions and pregectons, threatening to its principles, its 
maxims and its policy; or else it had to address itself 
to the task of tounding for itself an institution of 
higher learning; for no otheragency within its limits 
wasat that time adequate to the enterprise of 
founding andendowing universities and colleges. 
So wisely hostile were our fath@rs to the importa- 
tion of educated foreigners as the quasi rulers of the 
state, that they went tothe extreme of enacting a 
law, approved Febiuury 7th, 178, in the followi 
words: , “If any person or persons, under the age of 
sixteen years, after the passage of this act, be sent 
abroad without the limits of the United States and 
reside there three years, forthe purpose of receiving 
au education under a foreign power, such person gr 
persons, afiq@gtheir return to this sta‘e, shall for 
three ‘ear be cotinued ad treated as 
aliens in go far as not to be eligible 
to a seat in the legislature or executive 
authority or to hold any office, civil or military, in 
the state for thatS term, aniso in proportion to 
any greater number of years, as he or they shall be 
absent as aforesaid, but ehall not be injured or dis- 
qualified in any other respect.’’—Cobb’s Digest,

Let it be granted that the state can take under its 
care the rudimentary education of the children of 
the people, and can levy ageneral tax to found 
and snpy ort Common schools, then, much more must 
it be acmitted that it is competent to endow sciools 
of higher learning. The former institutions, valua- 
ble as they may be, involved but little expense in 
endowment; and every neighborhood can, with but 
little outlay of money, ejuip the building and in- 
stall the teacher. The latter institutions require 
the construction of elaborate and sometimes costly 
buildings, in some places of necessity for donuwito- 
ries, and everywhere to furnish recitation and lect- 
ure rooms, and receptacles for vast and costly libra- 
ries, Cabinets, museums, apparatus and laboratories 
—to say nothing of the construction ef observatories, 
berbariums and gymnasiums—«o that all kinds of 
information con be obtained in literature and 
scietice, Without laboratories in physics, in chem- 
istry and in biology; in the absence ofa, cabinet of 
minerals, of a museum of comparative zoology, and 
an astronomical observatory—to say nothing of @ 
botanical garden, no complete knowledge can be 
obtained of those represented sciences severally. 
In addition, institutions of a high grade demand 
large endowments from which ample incomes flow, 
so that adequate salaries may secure the services of 
competent professors, in numbers large enough to 
make it possible for theanalysis and classification 
of education so as to have the parts severally assign- 
ed to earnest men, who give their time and energies 
to the investigation of the topics in. their depart- 
ments, 8) a8 to be able to give instructions intelli- 
gently, N “perce 4 and with enthusiasm to assem- 
e youth. 
Colleges and universities cannot anywhere and 
by a small 
r capita contribution by large numbers, excepung 
na case where the enterprise is under the guidance 
of those endowed with a moral power adequate to 
force the contribution—a power so potent as to vest 
it with the virtual prerogative tolevy and collect 
the pittance in the form ofatax. Universities are 
usually endowed either by thestate, by the munifi- 
cence of individuals, or by the combined action of a 
religious denomination. When a denomination 
undertakes it, the success is graduated by the ag- 
regate contributions of the people, but by the num- 
er of the wealthy who are able and willing to pay 
large sumsin cash. Alas! tor those denominational 
colleges that essay to base their operations on in- 
comes from the voluntary contributions in the shape 
of individual bonds ornotes that promise to pay 
the interest annually! Manyinth's country have 
found this basis as unstable as shifting sand; and 
not a few such have gone into bankruptcy and the 
grave. 
_ One hundred years ago there were no such men 
in Georgia possessed of vast fortunes; and the people 
as a whole were in very limited cireumstances. If 
the state itself had not founded the vhiversity, 
whatever of intellectual force and culture it needed 
it would have been compelled to look'to a foreign 
people to supply, with all the attending humilia- 
tions and risks. The state therefore wisely resolved 
to found a university. The method it adoptdd will 
be given in another article.

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DOW ED THE UNIVERSITY AT FIRST 
—SELF-MADE MEN. 


One hundred years ago, the state itself was .with- 
out the pectniary resources to endow and equip a 
university efficiently.. Its population was meagre; 
but a small portion of its territory was inhabited, 
and its taxable property was limited. It 
adopted the expedient then of appropriating for 
university purposes 40,000 acres’ of wild land. In a 
scarcity of people, these lands were hut little in de- 
mand, and formany ycars brought ii but limited 
and precarious revé jue. At first in imitation of the 
landed proprietors in England it was thought the 
wisest policy.to bold these lands, and to look to an- 
nual rents to supply the needed resources in money. 
But, in the first place, it was difficult if not impossi- 
ble to find reliable tenants in sufficient numbers, 
and the vast body of land, in the market at once, 
giutted that market, and made the price of rent rule 
so low as to make it impossible thus to realize an 
adequate income. 

By an act approved December 16, 1815, the general 
assembly came to the reseve of the trustees and au- 
thorized thé sale of certain lands mentioned, pre- 
facing the enactment with the following preamble: 

‘Whereas, From the present situation of the lands 
belonging to the university of Georgia, the proceeds 
therefrom are incompetent to the support of the in- 
stitution, pursuant t© the laudable design of its 
founders and the wishes of the general assembly, 
and a judicious sale thereof, with proper manage- 
ment of the funds arising from said sales, being bet- 
ter calculated to promote the wellfare of said insti- 
tution.” (Digest, page 1,088.) Then follows the en- 
actment which authorizes the trustees to sel) speci- 
fied tracts of land in the counties of Greene, Ogle- 
thorpe, Clarke and Franklin. The trustees are au- 
thorized also tosellthe landon a credit, taking 
‘‘honds and mortgages.” 

The same act provides that the ‘‘trustees of said 
university, by depositing the whole amount of said 
bonds and mortgages in the treasury of the state, 
ete., etes shall obtain from the governor a warrant 
on the treasury for whatever sum, not exceeding 
two-thirds of said bonds and mortgages, etc., etc., 
Provided always, that the governor shali direct the 
collection of the said bonds and mortgages as they 
become due. and the primcipa: and interest thereof 
shall be paid into the treasury Of the state as a re- 
imbursement for the advance made by the state to 
the said trustees.”’ (rage 1,089.) . 

In an act approved December 21, 1821, (page 1,001) 
it isadmitred that “the advance made by the siate 
to said trustees’? was. $100,000 in stock and interest 
due thereon, that being two-thirds of the amount of 
loidsand mortgages deposited in the treasury of 
the state. lit will be seen, then, that the state, re- 
presenting both sides, made a hard bargain with the 
university. It traded for $150,000 in bonds and mort- 
gages, all of which it is said to have collected, and 

ledged itself to pay tothe university in perpetuity 
interest at.s per cent on its admitted debt to the un. 
versity of only $100,000, There is on file inthe 
chancellor's office of this university an autograph 
copy of aletter signed T, R. R. Cobb to Governor 
Joseph E. Brown, dated September 17, 1860, in which 
this matter, with others, is discussed. Mr. Cobb 
closes the letter with this emphatic declaration: ‘if 
the state’ will agree to answer a bill for accounts, | 
will pay her back every cent she has ever given to 
the college, and recover $50,000 from her for our bal- 
ance due.”’ In the phrase ‘‘every cent she has ever 
given to the college’ Mr. Cobb refers, not to the an- 
nual $8,000 payment of debt, but to gifts for what- 
ever reason, or at whatever times. 

With all its delusive wealth as a landholder the 
university of Georgia did not have available funds 
with which to commence its actual corporate exist- 
ence and commence acu! operations until the year 
1801. Then Governor John Milledge gave the trustees 
630 acres of land, on a part of which the university 
buildings now stand. In the next year, 1902, the 
general assembly loaned the unive'sity $5,000, which, 
supplemented by a gift of $1,000 from Mr. James 
Gunn, enabled the trustees to construct the urst 
building. 

The statesmen of Georgia one hundred years ago 
provided only for higher education. They e.deav- 
ored to endow a university and an academy in 
every county, leaving to the people to provide for 
themselyes the elemen schools, which would 
give the children instruction in the rudiments, or 
ques? them for the entrance into the academy and 
through the academy into the university. 

Question: But did not our fathers lay too much 
stress upon wniversity appliances and university ed- 
ucation? Would they not have been wiser to have 
trusted to to the rising of self-made men to meet all 
the exigencies and emergencies? What is meant by 
the term, ‘self-made wei?’ In some respectsevery 
man that “is made’ at all isaself-mademan. Ever 
such seizes whatever occasions may serve him an 
whatever facilities and appliances may aid him, and 
by force of will addresses bimself persistently to the 
task to discipline and develop his meutal faculties 
and to acquire all thg items of knowledge available 
for culture, or for use in great enterprises of «uty, 
of use ess and emolument. Outside of universt- 
ties, and out of reach of their facilities, not 4 few 
men become great and eminent, because, with self- 
denia) and persistent force of will, they utilize the 

nty means of culture within thelr reach. In- 
side of universities, in the use 
of all their facilities, the same self-denlal and per- 
sistent force of will are necessary to rise to great- 
ness aud eminence. In@ sense then, every man 
that is made at all makes himself. 

In another sense, nd one is absolutely a self-made 
man. God implants a peculiar genius within bim, 
inspires him with a longing for mer and better 
things, tenants his soul with b em burnin 
t his that make him yestiess and discontente 
with then lot in fy, = encour him in the

auty, fragrance and utility. In a sense, then, 
God and surrounding circumstances make the man 
that is made. 

Besides, how could one thirsting for knowledge 
make the first sten in letiers without a teacher? 
Who could, without assistance, learn even the 
name of the letiers of the alphabet, cr know the 
sounds symbolized by the combination of vowels 
and consonants? Who could make any satisfactory 
advancement in arithmetic, grammar, geography, 
and the languages, ancient or modern—to say no 
more—without facilities furnished by elementary 

ks ma to his hand by others? In a certain 
sense, then, a living teacher is also necessary in a 
degree, to the mak ng of the self-made man. With- 
out God’s endowment then,and some kind of a 
human teacher, the self-made man could never 
make himself. 

It it then be trne thet every man who is made 
must make himself, and that he cannot do so with- 
out God’s endowment and the help of others, the 

uestion is whether it would be better for the pro- 

uction of greatness and success to withold abso- 
lutely all outside assistance, or to place within the 
reach of the man trying to ‘“‘make himself’’ all the 
implements and aids he can utilize? Would it be 
r for him that there should be absolutely no 
schools at all, high or low, and no. literary P aca 
whose aid he could use? Great men, living and dead, 
who have achieved greatness and success with but 
scant assistance from sehools, without a dissenting 
yoice, answer in the negative. Oneof the greatest 
of Georgia’s self-made men, now occupying the 
highest federal position in the giftof the state, ¢m- 
phasizcs his conviction of the pre eminent fmport- 
ance of university and colleges not only by con- 
senting to holda position fora _ quartcr of a century 
among the mostinfiuentialand zealous guardians 
of the University of Georgia, but by a munifieent 
contribution of #100,000 to seminiries of the highest 
grade, $50,000 of which he appropriates tor the ben- 
elit of the poor young men of the state, struggling as 
he did, in order that they might have in their efforts 
for self culture the aidsand appliances of this well 
equipped university. 

Finally, by consulting the list of great men in the 
past, now dead, who held the highest offices and 
exerted the most potent influence to shape the pol- 
icy of the state, and to promote its interests, it will 
be seen which were the most numerous and con- 
spicuons, those who ‘made themselyes’’ with the 
aid of universities and colleges, or those who did 
the same without. 

Objection—But it is objected that the state should 
not have founded in the beginning and should 
not by general taxation support now a university 
that must of necessity be confined to one locality, 
and, therefore, be profitable unequally to the. peo- 
ple—the benefits being chiefly monopolized by those 
in the vicinity.
